At 4:00 AM, the center of Tropical Depression "OFEL" was estimated at 115 km East 
Southeast of Guiuan, Samar (10.7 °N, 126.7 °E) moving North Northwestward at 15 km/h 
with maximum sustained winds of 45 km/h near the center and gustiness of up to 55 km/h.
